lims, starting December 


12th, on cases of tres- 
pass, failing to register 
with the state as mem- 


bers of the Muslim organi- 
zation and failing to regis- 
ter as a corporation to 
business in Ala- 
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Gallion 
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similar in every respect 
to the aims of the com- 
munists, He said while the 
Muslims appear onthe sur- 
face to run legal business- 
es, they in fact engage 
in every type subversive 
activity, He pointed out that 
the so-called farms can 
easily be used for storage 
of weapons and training 
in guerrilla warfare, The 
Attorney General asks that 
any citizen who is ap- 
proached in a suspicious 
manner or offered much 
more than the market value 
for farm land, should con- 
tact his office. He said 


the Muslims are using in- 
nocent people as ‘‘fronts’’ 
for their land purchases 
and he said that he under- 
stands that the Muslims 
already have several op- 
tions to purchase land in 
several other counties of 
the State. His office is

ing, running a stop sign, 
improper brakes, defect- 
ive tires, bad road and 
weather conditions and 
running off the roadway, 

Coffee County troopers 
investigated 3 accidents 
with 1 injuries and 1 fatal- 
ities. So far this year 5 
people have died in Coffee 
County traffic accidents 
compared with 12 at this 
Same time last year, ac- 
cording to Cpl. C. W, Hall 
of the Alabama Highway 
Patrol,

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County Commissioners 
Releases Names Ask For 1¢ Sales Tax 


Recommendation for im- 
plementation of a county 
wide one cent sales tax 
levy; for education was 
made last Wednesday even- 
ing by educators and public 
officials to the county com- 
missioners court, 

Superintendents and 
boards of education of the 
Elba, Enteprise and County 
School Systems, the mayor 
and city council of Elba 
and one councilman from 
Enterprise attended the 
meeting in the office of 
the Enterprise City Sup- 
erintendent. 

Elmer Taylor, Elba sup- 
erintendent, conducted the 
meeting, He asked for a 
report from the ‘Fact 
Finding Committee”’ set up 
at a previous meeting in 
October, 

Before hearing the re- 
port, however, he reviewed 
the reason for this com- 
bined effort, Referring to 
the recently passed House 
Bill 44 of the State Legis- 
lature, sometimes re- 
ferred to as the local ini- 
tiative bill, Taylor saidthe 
provisions of the bill make 
it mandatory that the school 
systems in a county are 
required to receive a spe- 
cific amount of money for 
expenditure per pupul ‘‘or 
all the school systems in 
the county will be removed 
from the state minimum 
program and receive no 
state money,”’ 

Coffee -County needs to 
raise an additional $242, 
000 (based on 1968 figures) 
to qualify. Withoutthe state 
minimum program funds, 
neither of the three school 
systems in the county could 
operate, The bill becomes 
effective with the 1971-72 
school year, 

Mayor Jack Brunson of 
Elba said he was asked to 
check to see how mucha 
one cent (1¢) salestaxlevy, 
county - wide would pro- 
duce, Based on 1968 fig- 
ures, he said the levy would 
bring in $272,732. It was 
estimated that 1969 figures 
will show a possible income 
of $348,000, 

Enterprise Superinten- 
dent Royce Snellgrove said 
he was asked to check on 
possible returns from ex- 
cise taxes, When he con- 
tacted the Revenue De- 
partment, he said they ask- 
ed ‘‘What specific tax?’’ 
Unless a specific tax such 
as soft drink, tobacco, or 
other type was specified, 
it would be impossible to 
pin-point any figure, 

County Superintendent 
Carol Peacock said that in- 
come from a five-mil ad 
valorem tax would yield 
about $135,243, 

On the basis of the re- 
ports, it wasthe unanimous 
opinion that the only 
possible solution would be 
through a sales tax levy. 
Some 20 counties in the 
state already have such a 
levy, including Covington 
County which adjoins Cof- 
fee, 

A motion was adopted 
unanimously to request the 
County Commissioners 
Court to impose a one cent 
sales tax county-wide and 
to distribute the proceeds 
of the tax to the school

Holidays Are Golden Roa 


All things change it seerns— 
including the traditional tur- 
key. 

Turkey breeders now are 
providing birds that are light- 
er in weight, yet possess much 
more white meat. 


New cooking times are call- 
ed for with these turkeys, and 
the latest word on roasting 
comes in a book devoted to 
aluminum foil cookery. 

Roasting times can be cut 
15 minutes, according to in- 
formation in Margaret Mitch- 
ell’s Mealtime Magic Cook- 
book, the first foil cookbook. 

The book recommends tnat 
a foil “tent” be used to keep 
the turkey moist, while al- 
lowing for even browning. 
The tent is made from a sheet 
of heavy-duty super-strength 
foil about two or three inches 
longer than the bird. 

Crease the foil lengthwise 
down the center and place 
over the breast of the turkey, 
pressing firmly over breast 
and legs. For full browning, 
remove foil -tent 15-20 min- 
utes before roasting time is 
completed. 

The turkey should be placed 
on a rack in a foil-lined roast- 
ing pan. The lining cuts clean- 
up time — important during 
the busy holiday season. 

Garnish the turkey platter 
with whole oranges cut with 
a scallop design and filled 
with whole cranberry relish. 

As a tasty accompaniment, 
try slices of fresh oranges, 
beets, and Bermuda onion in 
a dish made by molding dou- 
ble-thick heavy-duty Alcoa 
Wrap over an inverted nine- 
inch pie pan. This fruit-vege- 
table medley is sprinkled with 
melted butter and brown su- 
gar, then heated in the broiler 
3-5 minutes. 

An exciting table centerpiece 
that displays the brightest of 
fall’s flowers and leaves is a 
Swedish crown made of alum- 
inum foil created by designer 
Conny of Alcoa. 

To make the crown, crush 
three 3-ft. long pieces of foil. 
Find their centers, and criss- 
cross them; binding them to- 
gether with heavy thread, so 
they resemble spokes of a 
wheel. Bend each spoke into 
an arch. 

Next, make a foil wreath by 
loosely crushing 2 2-ft. length 
of foil leaving one end open. 
Form the foil into a circle, by 
placing the crushed end into 
the open end and crushing 
them together.

Waste Becomes 
Building Material 
in New Process 


Industry is making strides 
toward a breakthrough in solid 
waste disposal and metal melt- 
ing systems./One example was 
cited in a recent meeting of 
the New York Society of Se- 
curity Analysts by The Car- 
borundum Company, Niagara 
Falls, New York. 

Paul W. Joy, Vice President 
of the company’s Research and 
Development Division de- 
scribed a joint venture be 
tween his company and A. E 
Anderson Construction Com- 
pany of Buffalo, New York. He 
said they will develop, design, 
engineer, fabricate, erect and 
test turnkey installations for 
solid waste disposal as well as 
scrap metal melting and other 
high temperature equipment 
systems. 

The solid waste disposal sys- 
tem is a process which operates 
at about 3000°F. Consequently, 
it is capable of handling all 
types of refuse, burning the 
combustibles and melting the 
non-combustibles, leaving a 
melted slag which can be 
quenched to a sterile aggre- 
gate and used for construction 
processes—all without envi- 
ronmental contamination. 

A similar but larger system 
is also being marketed to melt 
and feed scrap to the steel in- 
dustry’s basic oxygen furnaces.

SECTION 2, UNLAWFUL TO DO BUSINESS BEFORE 
OBTAINING LICENSE, It shall be unlawful for any 
person to engage in any business or vocation in the 
City of Elba or its police jurisdiction without firs’ 
having procured a valid license therefor, and each 
day during which said business is so engaged shall 
constitute a separate offense.

SECTION 3. LICENSE YEAR, Except as otherwise 
specifically provided in the schedule of licenses, all 
licenses fixed therein shall be annual, beginning on 
the first day of January of each year, and ending on 
the thirty-first day of December of each year; and 
each license issued under the authority of this article 
whether issued on or after the first day of January 
of the year for which it is issued, shall expire on 
the thirty-first day of December of that year, Any 
license issued for a business commenced after July 
first of the Calendar year for which it is iss vd may 
be issued upon payment of one-half of the ‘amount 
of the annual license tax required for the subject of 
such license, except as otherwise specifically pro- 
vided herein, This provision shall not apply to li- 
censes based on gross receipts, which licenses shall

SECTION 4, DUE DATE AND PENALTIES, All privis 
lege license taxes levied hereunder shall be due on 
the first day of January of each year and shall be 
delinquent on the following first day of February, 
except that insurance licenses levied hereunder shall 
not be delinquent until the following second day of 
March, In the event any license levied hereunder 
shall not be paid before the same has become de- 
linquent, there shall be added thereto a penalty of fif- 
teen percent (15%) of the amount of such license plus 
interest at the rate of six percent (6%) a year from 
the date of such delinquency and a citation fee of one 
dollar and fifty cents ($1.50), which penalty, interest,

SECTION 5, SWORN STATEMENT, In all cases where 
the amount of license tax is dependent upon the amount 
of business done, gross receipts, value of stock or 
equipment, number of employees, or any other factor 
or factors, whatsoever, it shall be the duty of the per- 
son subject to such tax to render to the City Clerk- 
Treasurer, on or prior to the date when such tax be- 
comes due, a sworn statement showing the factors 
herein above mentioned, one or several, as the case 
may require for the ascertainment of the classifica- 
tion of such person for license taxation purposes 
and the correct amount of license tax to which he is 
subject, 

Upon receipt of license tax based upon the classi- 
fication of such person as shown by his sworn state- 
ment, the City Clerk-Treasurer shall issue appro- 
priate license, but the issuance and grant thereof is 
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expressly conditional upon the truth and accuracy o1 
such ayorn statement and the same shallbe revocable 
by the Council of the City of Elbaas inadvertently and 


mistakenly yee and issued wherever it shall be

made to satisfactorily appear to said Council that the 
said sworn statement is false or incorrect or that the 
holder of such license has not paid to the City of Elba 
the correct amount of license tax, 


SECTION 6. PLACE OF BUSINESS, Any person de- 
sireing to engage in any trade, business, occupation, 
or profession for which a license is required and for 
which a fixed place of business is required shall 
designate the place at which sald trade, business, 
occupation, or profession is to be carried on, and 
the license to be issued thereunder shall designate 
such place and such license shall authorize the carry- 
ing on of such trade, business, occupation, or pro~ 
fession only at such place, Location of such place 
of business shall comply with the zoning requirements 
of the City, For each place at which said trade, bus- 
iness, or occuaption, or profession is carried on, a 
separate license fee and tax shall be paid, 

Maintenance of a place for the carrying on of a bus- 
iness, vocation, occupation, or profession shall be 
prima facie evidence that the person so maintaining, 
or in charge of such place, is carrying on the business, 
vocation, occupation, or profession for the carrying 
on of which such place is maintained, 


SECTION 7.SEPARATE LICENSES FOR EACH BUSIN- 
ESS, Any person dealing in twoor more of the articles 
or engaging in two or more of the business, vocations, 
occupations, or professions enumerated in this Code 
for which a license is required shall pay for and take 
out a license for each line of business, vocation, 
occupation, or profession. 

Except that a person licensed for General Business 
may provide repairs and services that are necessary 
in that line of business and a person licensed as pro- 
fessional or repairs may sell at retail those items 
that are necessary in that line of business without hav- 
ing to purchase an additional license, 


SECTION 8, LICENSE TO BE EXHIBITED, Each li- 
cense shall be posted in a conspicuous place, where 
such business or occupation is carried on, and the 
holder of such license shall immediately show such 
license to the City Clerk-Treasurer, license inspect- 
or, auditor, or their duly authorized deputies, or any 
police officer of the City upon being so requested by 
such person or persons, 

Whenever a license is issued for the use or opera- 
tion‘ of any vehicle, vending machine, etc., and the 
City issues to the licensee a metal plate, sticker, or 
similar evidence of a license, it shall be the duty of 
such licensee to attach or secure such plate, sticker, 
or similar evidence of license so that it may be 
conspicuous from the outside of such vehicle, vending 
machine, etc.; and it shall be unlawful for any person 
to use or operate such vehicle, vending machine, 
etc., not having such evidence attached, é 


SECTION 9, ISSUANCE FEE, A fee of fifty cents shall 
be collected for issuing each license. 


SECTION 10, BUSINESSES WITHOUT THE CORPOR- 
ATE LIMITS, Each person engaging in or carrying on 
any exhibition, trade, business, vocation, occupation, 
or profession or doing any act herein specified outside 
the corporate limits of the City of Elba, but within the 
police jurisdiction thereof, shall take out a license 
and pay threfor an amount equal to one-half the amount 

of license tax to which he would be subject were such 
exibition, trade, business, vocation, occupation, or 
profession engaged in or carried on within the corpor- 
ate limits of the City of Elba, All such persons shall 
be subject to all of the license tax laws of the City of 
Elba applicable within the corporate limits thereof 
except as otherwise provided in this section. It is 
hereby declared to be the purpose of this section to 
license such exhibition, trade, business, vocation, 
occupation, profession, or other act so specified for 
police and fire protection only, and not for revenue, 


SECTION ll, TRANSFER OF LICENSE, No license 
issued under this license schedule shall be trans- 
ferred except by the consent of the Clerk-Treasurer 
of the City of Elba, and no transfer shall be valid 
until same has been endorsed across the face of the 
license receipt by the City Clerk-Treasurer and no 
license shall be transferred in any event more than 
once, and never from one business to another, A 
charge of ten percent (10%) of the original license tax 
shall be made for the transfer of any license, which 
must be paid to the City Clerk-Treasurer before 
said license may be transferred, A licensee may move 
his place of business using the same license with the 
approval of the City Clerk-Treasurer in writing, 
without charge. 


SECTION 12, DEFINITION OF GROSS RECEIPTS. 
Where the amount of the license is based upon the 
gross receipts, the term “cross receipts’, unless 
the contrary clearly appears, shall mean the entire 
receipts of the business, vocation, occupation, or 
profession engaged in, including all receipts from 
sales regardless of the place where the sale was 
solictied, or place where the contract of sale was 
consummated, or the place of delivery, and shall 
include the amount of federal excise tax, and shall 
not comtemplate any deductions for any purpose not 
specifically provided for. 

The gross receipts or gross sales referred to are 
those of such business for the year next preceding the 
current license year; provided, however, that if said 
business did not operate the entire next preceding 
year, then the license tax shall be based upon the 
amount of receipts or sales which bears the same 
relationship to the actual amount of sales or receipts 
during such preceding year as the entire year bears 
to such time which said business was operated dur- 
ifg such preceding year. If the operation of such 
business did not commence until on or after January 
first of the current license year, the gross receipts 
or gross sales referred to are the actual gross re- 
ceipts of such business for the current year, esti- 
mated at the time of the issuance of said license, and 
adjusted when the actual amounts are availabe, 


SECTION 13, DEFINITION OF NUMBER OF EM- 
PLOYEES. Where the amount of the license is based 
upon the number of employees, etc., employed in the 
business during the year next preceding the current 
license year, the number of employees, etc., shall 
mean the average number of employees computed by 
adding the number of employees at the end of eacl. 
month and dividing by twelve. If the operation of such 
business did not commence until on or after January 
first of the current license year, the number of em- 
ployees, etc., referred to would be the average num- 
ber of employees, etc., of such business, estimated at 
the time of the issuance of said license, and adjusted 
in accordance with the number of employees actually 
employed during such year and adjusted when the ac- 
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tual number becomes available at tne end of such year, 


SECTION 14, DEFINITION OF PERSON, The term 
‘person’ as used in this Code shall include an indi- 
vidual, a corporation, a partnership, an association, 
a jointstock company, 4 business trust, an unincorp- 
orated organization, or any entity or business enter- 
prise, 


SECTION 15, WHOLESALE OR RETAIL LICENSE, 
Where a person is engaged in furnishing or selling 
goods, wares, or other products at wholesale, unless 
the context clearly, appears otherwise, he shall pay a 
license based on the wholesale rate for the same clas- 
sification that a retail merchant would pay for the 
products if sold at retail, The term “wholesale sale”’ 
means a sale to a merchant, jobber, dealer, or to any 
person for resale and shall include sales of building 
materials to contractors for use in their business and 
sales to schools, hospitals and other similar insti- 
tutions, Anything herein to the contrary notwith- 
standing, a person shall be entitled to the wholesale 
rate only if more than eighty percent (80%) of his 
gross receipts are from wholesale sales, Any mer- 
chant claiming the benefit of the wholesale rate of 
license tax must be able to produce sufficient records 
or other information to prove sales at wholesale in 
the required percentage or the license at the retail 
rate shall apply. 


SECLION 16, FOOD ESTABLISHMENTS. Any estab- 
lishment selling articles of food or drinks must have 


a permit from the County Health Department before 
the City shall issue a license. 


SECTION 17. EXEMPTIONS FOR ELIGIBLE VET- 
ERANS, Any person applying for a license tax exemp- 
tion and commutation for eligible veterans shall, 
before receiving said exemption and commutation, 
execute and file with the City Clerk-Treasurer suffi- 
cient proof of eligibility as provided in Title 51, 
rr a 864 (1) through 864 (8) Code of Alabama, 


SECTION 18, FARMERS’ EXEMPTION, No license 
shall be required of any farmer, or other individual 
engaged in the production of farm products for sale 
or other disposition exclusively of articles produced 
by them, however, it shall be unlawful for any farmer 
or other individual engaged in the production of farm 
products to sell within the corporate limits of the City 
of Elba any article produced by them without first 
have procured, without cost, a permit from the City 
Clerk-Treasurer, 


SECTION 19, LICENSE TAKES HIGHEST CLASSIFI- 
CATION, Whenever more than one license classifica- 
tion under this Code or any ordinance of the City of 
Elba shall apply to any business, vocation, occupation, 
calling, or profession in which any person may be 
engaged in the City of Elba or its police jurisdiction, 
that classification shall apply which provides for the 
highest amount of license, and, in the event a license 
under a classification for a smaller amount of license 
is erroneously issued, the City Clerk-Treasurer is 
hereby authorized to recall and cancel the same as 
issued in error and require a licenseunder the class- 
ification calling for such highest license tax, without 
penalty to licensee unless in the opinion of the City 
Clerk-Treasurer, supported by the City Council, an 
attempt to defraud was made by licensee. 


SECTION 20, REVOCATION OF LICENSE. Any lawful 
license issued to any person to conduct any business 
shall be subject to revocation by the City council for 
the violation by the licensee, his agent, servant, or 
employee, or any proyision of the Code or of any or- 
dinance of the City of Elba, or of any statute of the 
State of Alabama, relating to the business for which 
said license is issued; and shall also be subject to 
revocation by the City Council if the licensee, his 
agent, servant, or employee, under color of such 
license, violates or aids or abets in violating or 
knowingly permits or suffers to be violated any 
penal ordinance of the City of Elba or any criminal 
law of the State of Alabama; and shall also be subject 
to revocation by the City Council if in connection with 
the issuance or renewal of any license, the licensee 
or his agent filed or caused tobe filed any application, 
affidavit, statement or other document containing any 
untrue or misleading statement or omission of a 
material fact. 


SECTION 21. PAYMENT OF LICENSE BY CHECK, 
Whenever a license or license receipt shall be issued 
in return for any check, the same shall not be valid 
or of any force or effect unless such check shall be 
duly paid upon presentation to the drawee. 


SECTION 22, AUDIT OF RECORDS, Upon demand by 
the City Clerk-Treasurer of the City of Elba, or his 
authorized deputy, auditor, or representative, it shall 
be the duty of any person subject to or holding a 
license from the City of Elba to furnish such City 
Clerk-Treasurer, or his authorized deputy, auditor, 
or representative, without delay, all such in- 
formation as may be required for determination 
of the proper classification of such person 
mination of the proper classification of such person 
for license taxation purposes, or for determination of 
the correct amount of license tax to which such 
person is subject, and to that end it shall be the duty 
of such person to submit to the City Clerk-Treasurer, 
or his authorized deputy, auditor, or representative 
for inspection and examination, during reasonable 
business hours, at such person’s place of business in 
the City of Elba or its police jurisdiction, all books of 
account, invoices, bank statements, salés tax records, 
state and federal income tax records, reports and 
memoranda containing entries showing the amount of 
purchases, sales, receipts, inventories, and any other 
information from which the correct license tax classi- 
fication of such person may be ascertained and the 
correct amount of such license to which such person 
is subject may be determined, It shall be unlawful for 
any person to fail or refuse to perform any duty 
herein imposed, or to obstruct or interfere with the 
City Clerk-Treasurer or his authorized deputy, audi- 
tor, or representative in obtaining information neces- 
sary or convenient for determination of the proper 
license tax of such person, Each day’s failure or re- 
fusal to perform any duty herin imposed shall consti- 
ture a separate offense, 


SECTION 23. PENALTY, Any person violating any 
provisions of this Code, or doing any act made unlaw- 
ful by the terms of this Code, or declared by the Code 
to be an offense against the City of Elba, shall upon 
conviction in any case, be fined not less than one dol- 
lar ($1.00), not more than one hundred dollars 
($100.00), and may also be sentenced to hard labor for 
the City of Elba for a period of time not exceeding 
six months, either or both at the discretion of the 
Court trying the case, 
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SECTION 24, INTERSTATE COMMERCE, No provis- 
ion of this Code shall be applied so as to impose any 
unlawful tax or unlawful burden on interstate commerce 
or on any activity of the State or Federal governments; 
or in any manner which is repugnant to or violates 
any provisions of the United States or Alabama 
constitutions, 


SECTION 25, INFORMATION MAY NOT BE 
DIVULGED, It shall be unlawful for any person con~ 
nected with the administration of this Code to divulge 
any information obtained by him in the course of 
inspection and examination of the books of accounts, 
invoices, bank statements, sales tax records, state 
and federal income tax records, or other reports and 
memoranda of the taxpayer made pursuant to the pro- 
visions hereof, except to the Mayor the City Council, 
the City Clerk-Treasurer, the City Attorney, or their 
agents or representatives connecter with the adminis- 
tration of this code, 


SECTION 26, POWER TO CHANGE LICENSE, The 
adoption of this schedule of licenses shall not abridge 
‘the right of the Council of the City of Elba to change, 
alter, increase, decrease, or revoke any of the said 
licenses at any time. And, whenany increase is made 
unless the same is paid inthirty days, the license shall 
be revoked and no further business carried on there- 
under; nor shall it abridge the right of the Council of 
the City of Elba to require a license for any business, 
occupation, vocation, or profession not included inthis 
schedule, 


SECTION 27, REPEAL AND SAVINGS CLAUSE, Sec- 
tions ll-l Through ll-5 of the Code of Ordinances 
adopted and approved on the 6th day of May, 1969 and 
all amendments thereto are hereby repealed effective 
December 31, 1969. The repeal of Sections ll-1 through 
ll-5 of the Code of Ordinances effectuated by the en- 
actment of this Ordinance shall not.be construed as 
abating any actions now pending under or by virtue of 
gaid Ordinance or Ordinances or as discontinuance, 
abating, modifying or altering any penalty accruing or 
to accrue or as affecting the liability of any person, 
firm or corporation or as waiving any right of the City 
of Elba under any section or provision existing at the 
time of the passage of this Ordinance,
